n I preached the K ſermons,

of thunder. The guilt and defilement of fin 


proves it to be man's greateſt enemy ; but, be- 
cauſe it ſupifies and hardens thoſe that have 


been guilty of it, it is likely the more effec- 
tually to deſtroy them; for the diſeaſe not 


being felt, the remedy is neglected. A ſpi- 
ritual lethargy is the general diſtemper — 
moſt continue faſt aſieep in fin, till hell wakes 


them—but then it is too late. Though 
Chriſt has the key of hell, that Saviour re- 


teaſes none that once are thrown into it. 


Miſerable world — becauſe it lies in wicked- 


neſs; more miſerable—becauſe it apprehends 
not how miſerable its wickedneſs has made it 
becauſe it fears not—it endeavours not 


to eſcape eternal miſery. 


Ob dreadful day of judgment that is com- 
ing! when all apoſtate angels, that are now 
in chains of darkneſs, ſhall be brought forth 


and

and judged, and dealt with, as the ene- 


mies of God and man. Theſe principalities 
and powers will be overpower d, and utterly 
unable to avoid the ſeverity of their rigbte- 
ous Judge: how much evil have they done? 


and ſtill they are doing more: of what woe 
and torment are they capable? and all thoſe | 
of the children of men, who have been led 
captive by Satan at his pleaſure, that have | 
reſolo'd rather to be deſtroyed themſelves, 
than the works of the devil ſhould be deftroy- © 
ed in them : *tis juſt that they ſhould, but 
how ſad will it be for them to ſhare in tor- | 
ments with him. Sin will have a very bad 
end—all that are gone into anather world 
are ſenſible of it, though few in this world + 
perceive it. When the ſervants of ſin have 
received their wages, which is death, then 


they will know, to their ſorrow, what kind 
of maſter they have ſerved, and what pains

they fooliſhly took for the miſery, which they 
ſhould have taken pains to have prevented. 


Reader, be wiſe, believe and fear, and take 

the watchman's warning—the ſword in 
the hand of the living eternal God will give 
a dreadful and a deadly blow—to fall un- 
der his vengeance will be fearful—and. thy 
blood lying upon thy own head, it will be 
very heavy—and upon this will follow ever- 
laſting heavineſs and anguiſh. O fear the 
wrath to come, before *tis come! and fly 
from fin, and come to God by Feſus Chriſt; 
à Saviour both from fin and wrath, and a 
Saviour to the uttermoſt. Better counſel 
than this cannot be taken by thyſelf, or gi-

ſearch further, continually, in the know- 
ledge of Chriſt; who is God manifeſt in 

the fleſh: I ſhall dig in the mines of

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work: I ſhall be always enquiring what 
ſhall I do to pleaſe him, who is the ob- 
ject of my higheſt love? and, how ſhall 
I obtain ſtronger ſenſations and aſſur- 
ances - of his favour, and dwell forever 
in his preſence, who is the life and joy 
of my foul? We long ſtill to know more 
of this tranſcendent Being whom we 
love. It is this Divine paſſion that ani-

The pleaſures of fin are dear bought 
and coſtly—there is a greater diſpropor- 
tion betwixt thoſe pleaſures and the 
wrath of God, than a drop of honey, 
and a ſea of gall. Could a man diſtil

moſt refined delights of it all his life, 
tho' his life ſnould be protracted to the 
terms of Methuſalath, yet one day or 
night under the wrath of God, would 
make it a dear bargain; But it is cer- 
tain fin hath no real pleaſures to beſtow, 
they are all imbitter'd, either by adverſe 
ſtrokes of providence from without, or 


painful and dreadful gripes and «ſtings 
of conſcience within. Job xx. 14. His 


meat and his bowels are turned, it ĩs the 
gall of aps within him. 


It is certain; is time of a ſinner is 


near its period, when he is at the height 


of his pleaſure in ſin: for as high de- 
lights in God ſpeak the maturity of a 
ſoul-for celeſtial happineſs, ſo the height 


of gn in fin anſwerably ſpeak the 
maturity

maturity of ſuch a ſoul for its eternal 
deſtruction. Sin is now a big embryo, 
and ſpeedily the foul travels with death. 
The pleaſures of fin are but for a ſeaſon, 
as we read, Heb; xi. 25, but the wrath 
of God is for ever and ever. There is 
a time, when the pleaſures of ſin can- 
not be called pleaſures to come, but the 
Wrath of God, that * ſtill be wrath to 
S me. 


Alas my friends how did I once 
fatter myſelf with the hopes of abiding 
here forever: how magnificent are the 
calls which I hollow'd out for myſelf: 
what confidence did I repoſe in the firm- 
neſs and ſpring of my joints, and in the 
ſtrength of my opinions? but I have 
Iyved enough to nature, and even to 
. neither will any of you whom I

; EF 
leave behind, have equal ſatisfaction in 
life, in dark declining age, which I ſee 
already. begun. It is very much to be | 
feared that the greateſt part of mankind, 
_ tho? they do profeſs to believe a judg- 
ment to come, do hardly ever think fo | 
ſeriouſly as they ought to do, that they 
themſelves ſhall one day be concerned 
in it; for if they did, they could not ſo 


eaſily be guilty of ſuch ſtupidity 'and © 
careleſſneſs, ſuch malice and uncharita- 


bleneſs, ſuch immorality and. profane- | 
neſs, ſuch want, of all true religion and 
godlineſs, as is too frequently to be ſeen 
in their behaviour and practice, and ne- 
ver in the leaſt prepare themſelves for 
this ſolemn reckoning. And what then 
will they be able to ſay for themſelves, 
when they ſee themſelves, in good earn- 
elt, ready to be called to a ſtrict account

for what they have done in their whole 
lives? O conſider this, ye that forget 
God, and think what you muſt come to 
another day! and, therefore, for God's 
fake, and for your own ſoul's ſake, be 
wiſe in time, and think ſeriouſly of 1t 
before it is too late how you ſhall beſt 
be prepared for it, when you come to 
lay your head on a dying pillow—that 
tho* there may be time, yet there is no 
opportunity of doing any thing well as | 
it ſhould be; the dozineſs of the dil- 
tempers, or theirviolent diſtracting pains; 
all nature diſolving in agonies; the world 


flaming ; the ſea roaring; the earth in 
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convulſions; the rocks and mountains 
falling in pieces; the dreadful flaſningss 
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of lightning; the ſhrieks and cries of the

diſtreſſed and deſpairing ſinners attack- 
ing you from every quarter, and a guilty 
conſcience 
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conſcience ſtabbing you within. Now 


tell me, if you can, what your thoughts 
will be ?---what would I now part with 
for an intereſt in Chriſt ? but that can- 


not be, it is too late now for me to 


think of making my peace with God--- 


this certainly will be thy caſe ſinner, if 


thou art not converted: O how earneſt 


therefore ſhould every one of us now be;

mal ſurpriſe happening to us. 


There 1s that love in every true be- 
liever and faithful miniſter of Chriſt, 
which engageth them to labour after 
your ſalvation it maketh us ſenfible 
that faith is not a whim, nor true reli- 
gion, and our hopes of eternal happineſs, 
a dream -with the eye of an infallible 
faith, we ſee the heaven you neglect,

and the bleſſed ſouls in glory with Chriſt, 


whoſe companions you might forever 


be- we ſee the numbers of ſouls plun- 
ging themſelves as it were in hell, with- 
out having the leaſt thought of the ever- 
laſting miſeries that they muſt endure 
hereafter, and are now among thoſe de- 
vils that deceived them -and, with our 
bodily eyes, we {ee at the ſame time num-
